SOME THINGS NOT ARBITRABLE 


A rbitration is a good thing. 
It Is 
a distinctively 
Am erican 
principle 
and has been practiced by the United 
States more th an by any other coup-1 
try. 
We cordially believe In it, for; 
I he settlem ent of disputes between 
individuals, 
between 
nations, 
be­ 
tween business organ teal ion 
which 
latter hiclud/** em ployers and etn-i 
ployes. 


But not all things are arbitrable. 
In that we disagree with an emiennt 
American statesm an 
of 
super am i­ 
able disposition, who has a hobby 
for com m itting nations to the u n re ­ 
served arb itratio n of all Issues which 
may arise. 


We believe in arb itra tio n by indi­ 
viduals 
A man may properly subm il 
to arb itra tio n a dispute over a line 
fence, or over the uon-fuifitlment of 
an agreem ent. 
But he cannot subml* 
to a rb itra tio n a question involving 
his wife's virtue. 


We believe in a rb itra tio n by na­ 
tions. 
A nation may well submit to 
arb itratio n a claim for m aterial d am ­ 
ages or the In terp rat at Ion of a frailty. 
Hut It cannot subm it lo arb itratio n 
a question involving its own inde­ 
pendent sovereignty and existence. 


So. to come to the present issue, 
we believe in arb itratio n between em ­ 
ployers and employees. 
A corpora­ 
tion may properly submit to a rb itra ­ 
tion a dem and for higher wages or 
for aborter hours or 
for 
improved 
conditions of labor. 
It could 
not 
arb itra te u dem and from persons in 
Mo way connected with 
It 
th at 
It 
should require ail its employes to 
join, even against their will, an o r­ 
ganization prescribed by those o u t­ 
siders, aud should constitute itself 
a eoeictng and collecting agency to 
compel their continued submission to 
that body. 


We may add that we think that 
In nome conceivable case it might be 
perinisslbie for the S enate of the Un 
it*td States to interest itself in the 
dem ands of strikers and labor ngita 
tora. 
We cannot conceive its being 
interested, save In one certain way. 
lo the dem ands of those whose lead­ 
er puts forward as his cardinal p rin ­ 
ciples and as the u ltim ate aim and 
object of the strike, the confiscation 
of all capital and the abolition of alt 
governm ent by m eans of a forcible 
revolution In which m ight is to be 
right and all considerations of m oral­ 
ity ace to I*** disregarded.
